Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bogle et al USPN 
6,353,923. 

Regarding claims 1, 4-6, 8, 12-14, 16 and 17 
Bogle et al teaches, 

using DPCL (Dynamic Probe Class Library) instrumentation for (column 77, lines 11-15); 
selecting at least one function and/or CPU usage in a target application to be traced (figure 7, 
column 3, lines 30-51), 

attaching a -p and/or -pg flag to the at least one function or CPU usage (column 22, lines 63-64); 
running at least part of the target application (figure 7); and 

writing one or more results of the at least one function and/or CPU usage with the attached -p 
and/or -pg flag in a gmon.out format (column 28, lines 45..). 
Regarding claims 2, 10 and 18 
Bogle et al teaches, 

the step of nmning includes changing the selection of the at least one function and/or CPU usage 
placement in the target application that is already running (figure 7, column 13, lines 40-67). 
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Regarding claims 3 5 1 1 and 19 
Bogle et al teaches, 

The step of running includes stopping the target application before the completion of the target 
application (column 24, lines 61-67). 
Regarding claims 7 and 15 
Bogle et al teaches, 

The step of attaching a -p and or -pg flag to the target application includes attaching a -pg flag 
into the target application program directly and without need to recompile and or re link the 
target application (figure 7, column 28, lines 45-67).
